All records for frolght traffic over 
the lines of the 
Railway Company are being broken 
this November for which the Russo- 
Chineso entanglament js the chiof 
contributing factor, writes the “Japan 
Times.”

OTHING pleasea our Arab 

workmen more than when, 
after, weeks of digging down 
through 30 feet and more of earth, 
we bring to light some object which 
they can recognise aa familiar ‘to 
themselves, « 

Gold vessela and strange works of 
art mean moro baksheesk for them, 
but a copper cooking pot such as 
thay still use themselves, or an 
oven like thelr own primitive ones, 
is greeted with shouts of joy, 

Just outside a little temple, 
whose ruins le some four miles 
from Ur, we found a kitchen which 
must have been run to serve the 
needs of pilgrims visiting the 
shrine. ; 

There were two fireplaces, ex- 
actly of the type which one can see 
any, day if one passes through the 
bazaars of Bagdad or Aléppo and 
looks into’ the native cookshops. 
An oblong block of britka and mud 
in the flat top of which are long 
deep channels is the simple cook- 
ing-range. . In each. trough the 
cook lights a little heap of charcoal 
and across the top of it 
balances his chopper pans or 
twirls:his skewer .on which are 
threaded lumps of stringy mut- 
ton interpersed with other lumps 
of yellow fat from the tall of the 
long-tailed sheep, roasting it slowly 
above the glowing embers. .

Just as to-day, so five: thousand 
years ago the cook must have plied 
his trade, and the pans which he 
uses now, straight-sided’ copper 
things with outturned rims and open 
Gpouts, are almost identical, with

ed -backwarda and forwards as she

Tn a house of the better class the 
actual cooking pots were generally 
of copper, and only poorer, folk were 
content with saucepans of fireclay,' 
but for other purposes clay ‘was 
commonly employed. 

The water carried. in from: ,the 
public well was stored in great jars 
of porous clay, whose sweating aides 
would by evaporation keep the 
contents cool;: and jars just like

One thing would not ba done In 
the kitchen, and that was the breads 
making; for this hot atid smoky 
business a special oven was needed 
and would be placed apart, generally 
in the open air. For the thin 
‘flap-Jack,” which 43 the normal | 
bread of to-day, there might be out 
in the courtyard a wide-mouthed 
Jar of very thick clay set in the 
ground; in this is ta fire of brush- 
wood and dung cakes, and, as it dies 
down, the flat rounds of dough ara 
plastered againat: the slowing inner 
sides of the pot, to be cooked in the 
space of a few minutes. 

Another type of oven for making 
tégular loaves of bread was found 
In thédomestic quarter of the great 
Moon-goddess's temple: It is a 
brick-bullt, beehive-shaped atructure 
about six feet across and as much 
high, and it {3 obviously more. sult. 
ed to.a professfonal bakery than to 
a private house. 

In the Moon-goddesa’s kitchen 
there was a proper range built of 
bricks and fireclay with a double 
furnace, circular flues and rings of 
small holes in its flat top where the 
cauldrons might be put with the 
heat coming into direct contact 
with them; and here, too, we found, 
what we find in private houses alao, 
that the wood fires for bolling water 
were outside in the open court, not 
in the roofed kitchen, 

So to-day the Arab woman cooka 
her broad outside the shelter of reed 
mats and mud which {s’her “house” 
and bolls her water over a fire’ lit 
in a hole which she scoops out in 
front of the door.

As a 
rule, animal marriages are. mono- 
gamle and ‘according to sonic au-: 
thorities this is the .case in parti- 
cular amongst the anthropold apes. 
It scems,.if these authorities are to 
be believed, that these fortunate 
animata_are not faced with the pro- 
blems that beset human commual- 
ties, alnce the male, once married, 
ceases to be attracted to any other 
female, and the female, once mar 
ried, ceases to be attractive to any 
other male. Among the: anthropoid 
apes, therefore, _ although they do 
not have the assistance of ‘religion, 
gin is unknown, since instinct suf- 
fices to produce virtue. 

There is some. evidence that 
among the lowest races of savages 
a almilar state of affairs. exists. 
Bushmen are said to be strictly 
monogamous, and I understand that. 
the Tasmanians (now extinct) were 
{nvarlably faithful to their wives. 
Even in civilised mankind: faint 
traces of 8 monogamic instinct can 
sometimes be perceived: Conalder- 
ing the influence -of habit, over be- 
haviour, it is perhaps -surprising 
that the hold of monogamy on dn- 
atinct is not stronger than it {s.' 
This, however, is an example of the 
mental peculiarity of human beings,

FOR HIS ARREST 


“IRONSIDES” REMNANTS 
Canton, Yesterday. 
At the’ 30th Meeting of the 
Kwangtung Provincial Party yes- 
terday, it was decided to wire to 
the Central Government request- 
Ing the dismissal of Wang Ching- 
wei from tho Kuomintang Party 
and the issuance of a warrant of 
arrest againat him. . 


+ To Attack Kwangsi 


In order to support the Central 
Government and assist Kwang- 
tung to exterminate the Ironside 
remnants, the Chairman of the 
Yunnan Provincial ' Government, 
General Lung Yun, has mobilised 
two divisions under the command 
of Generale Lu How and Chu Yuk, 
preparatory to attacking the rear 
of the Kwangsi-ites by two routes, 
via Poseh and Lungchow. As 
soon as instructions have been re- 
ceived from President Chiang, 
the Yonnan trodps will advance 
‘to attack Kwangsi, o telegraphic 
report to this effect being receiv- 
ed by the Canton authorities. 

Six gunboats and crufsers des- 
patched by the Central Govern- 
ment are expected to arrive here 
within the week. . 

The Cantonese navy is guard- 
‘ng Yueh Hsin above Sluhing in 
the West River. 

Admital Chan Chak leaves ‘to- 
morrow morning on an inspec- 
tion trip up the West River.

“COST BRITAIN 


WAR SECRETARY SAYS WE ARE 
NOW PAYING THE PIPER 


WAR LOAN STOCK ° 


Rugby, Yesterday. | 

A number of questions were asked 
to-day in the House of Commons 
regarding a atatement which was 
made in the counmse of a debate on 


Mr. Tom Shaw, Secretary for War. 
Mr. Shaw referred to the mention 
made by Mr. - Lloyd George the 
Liberal leader, of the crushing 
weight of the social services. But, 
he said, under Mr, Lloyd George's 
Government and under avery other 
Government, a policy had heen 
pursued which had led this coun- 
try into paying at least £100,000,000 
a year to people who had not the 
alightest right to. it. 

During the war we had money 
lent to us at inflated rates and we 
adopted after the war a financtal 
policy of deflation, and now we 
were paying ‘interest on that de- 
flated money. That was the fact 
that find to be faced before this 
country could be put on Its feet 
again. 

Mr. Shaw’s statements created 
some surprise, as seeming to in- 
dicate a desire to interfere with the 
terms on which war loan stock was 
held. 

Mr. Philip Snowden, the Chan- 
celor of the Exchequer, replying to 
questions on the subject to-day, 
effectively disposed of any auch 
suggestion, however. He said that 
the Government had no intention of 
varying the contractual obligations 
entered into with holders of Goy- 
ernment securities, The condition 
of all Government loan was that tho 
Government had the option of. re- 
demption on specific dates, and, of |. 
course, could’ take advantage in the 
interests of the taxpayers of any 
favourable opportunity of redeem- 
ing loans or converting them at o 
lower rate of interest.—British 
Wireless Service, ..
